“ The people do not think!” was the ob- 
the John Foster, on 
one occasion, as he passed along the streets 
of London; a refleetion to 
our own people, as to those of England. 
Phoughtlessness, superficiality, an indi. 
position to undertake anything like real la- 
bor of the mind, is a characteristic of soci- 
ety everywhere. | 

“The people do not think!” They 
wake, eat, go the uusal round of duty or 
dissipation, of folly, or vice, and lay down 
to sleep. But the exercise of the mind, the 
developing of the reflective faculties by a 
patient contemplation of grand truths, or the 
acquisition of these truths by the observa- 
tion of facts—the great facte of life as they 
pass before our eyes—this is atask which 
ouly one here and there is willing to per- 
form. 

The philosophical Foster attached none 
too much importance to thought. In a hur. 
mang, shifting train the thousands passed 
before him, as gay and thoughtless appar- 
endy as though they were ephemera, born 
to flit an hour in sunshine, and then drop 
into the stream and be borne away on the 
sluggish tide to an eternal forgetfulness. 
Alike the care-worn and the gay; alike the 
oppressed and the exulting; alike the abject 
and the favored of fortune and rank; the 
same unconcern and the same character 
was evident in their countenances ; and as 
the heart-burdened thinker passed on his 
way he said, “The people do not think !” 

This inaptitude, and in many cases, this 
positive horror, of thinking, displayed by 
suine people, is a great evil Anything is 
preferred by some, to the downright misery 
of being obliged to think. The highest ex- 
ercise of the mind, reflection, is avoided by 
many, as a horrid ennui. Any kind of in- 
tellectual excitement, no matter how trifling 
or how injurious, is resorted to. ‘The flim- 
siest and most pernicious novels, the cheap- 
est of all cheap abominations which oan 
en and effeminate the minds of our youth, 
are resorted to as a relief, to be only a still 
greater poison to the already weakened 
mind, 

The popylar must be corrected, 
and thé pépular intellectual amusements 
must also be changed. We want an en- 
tire reform in the habits of the people. 
We want that kind and degree of intellec- 
tual training, which will lead young men 
aud women to aim at dignified and ration- 
al intercourse, instead of frivolity and so- 
cial dissipation, We want that kind 
of training whieh will lead people to think. 

Habits, character, the life itself, are af. 
fected by thought. The reflecting, thought 
ful man will pass through the world to a pur- 
pose far different from that of the careless, 
and the unthinking. ‘The powe: of thought 
in moulding the character, its silent but 
certain restraining influence, its secret and 
unobservable but positive power over the 
life and the will, can seareely be measured, 
but they are known, by their fruits. An 
earnest, thoughtful man will lead a life very 
different from that of the uncaring by his 
side. And while one thinks, and in his 
thinking, brings before his mind all the 
wreat considerations which center in him- 
self as the object of an eternal interest, he 
cannot fail to be ennobled by the exercise. 

Svperticiality never yet did anything for 
the world. All that has ever been done 
has been the result of thinking—protracted, 
earnest, profound. All the great discover- 
ies in science, all the great truths in philos- 
ophy, all the great mechanical inventions, 
all the great revolutions in thought or in 
matter, have been the result of thought— 
deep, patient and persevering. All the 
good which is yet to come to man, which 
is to come by human agency, must come 
by patient thought. Superficial minds, 
will never do anything, and will never even 
comprehend the good they enjoy. 

If it be possible, let the popular taste 
and habits be changed. Instead of super- 
ficiality and frivolity and thoughtlessness, 
let a truer intellectual habit be formed, and 
developed in the young. If *possible, let 
the universal characteristic be, that we are 
an earnest and thinking people.—N. Y. 
Reformer.

s FRIDAY, MARCH 19, 1852. 
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They are generally voted 1 bore, and [ will 
not be tedious. We left New York the 24th 
of January, encased in ice, and covered. 
with a heavy fall of snow. ‘T'wo days before 
we started the writer had an ear frozen, and 
was Jwice turned out of a sleigh in wallow- 
ing titough 18 miles of snow lying four feet 
deep on the level, and in some places drift- 
ed much deeper. This was in central New 
York. The country gencrally was in much 
the sane conditien. So severe a winter and 
so inuch snow had not been known for ma- 
ny years. One day thousands of people 
crossed from New York to Brooklyn on the 
ice, but the flood tide broke it up, and float. 
ed off quite a number of people about the 
harbor on cakes of ice. None, I believe. 
were lost. We left on Saturday, and bat- 
tled our*way through icc for several miles, 
though we followed in the wake of the At- 
lantic, which had just gone out. The next 
day was cold and everything unsettled on 
board, and there was no service held. The 
following Sabbath we left Havana at noon, 
so there was ne public worship on the Geor- 
gia during the thirteen days she was out. 
The weather, except a little rain off Cape 
Hatteras, was fine all the time. It begun to 
grow warmer the moment we left New York 
harbor, and kept increasing, till at Havana 
«e found the thermometer near 90°. I can- 
not tell you how strangely everything ap- 
peared in Cuba to our Yankee cyes. We 
could take very well to linen clothes, and 
very few of them in mid-winter, and bear 
the contrast of our snow and ice with the 
beautiful green hills covered with flowers 
and royal palms; we could look very com. 
posedly, if not coolly, upon More Castle, 
with its soldiers in whité duck, with close 
cropped heads and peaked black caps; aud 
on the Punta where Lopez had a little before 
been garroted; and even on the place back 
of the town, where the fifty Americans had 
been shot. But when we came to ancher 
in the harbor, and had to wait a tedious 
hour or two for the lazy officials to finish 
their dinner before coming on board to per- 
mt us to land, to find it would be a pe- 
nal offence to speak to a friend who came 
along side in a beat, or that our throwing 
him a paper to read and get a little ne@s 
from home, or while away the time, would 
subject himto a heavy tine, we contess it 
was too much for our equanimity. And it 
was literally the fact that residents of the 
Island who had been months away from 
home were violating the law by asking 
friends after the welfare of their families, 
till after thé officers of government had 
boarded us. And when the officers at last 
came, those who were to stay any time on 
the Island, and had neglected getting their 
passports tised by the Spanish Consul at 
New York, were charged ten dollars and a 
half; and when they wish to travel over the 
country they must give ten dollars more, 
and then seven more when they leave the 
Island. Those who wished to go ‘ashore 
while the vessel staid were charged a dol- 
lar for a permit. But it was worth some 
money to be set back two centuries and 
placed in the midst of a Spanish city, wall- 
ed, with gates which are locked and guard- 
ed every night; into streets filled with chain- 
gangs and soldiers marching and counter 
marching ; to see things on two enormous 
whecls with thills fifteen feet long and a 
mule on the end of them; with a negro in a 
military jacket, his feet without shoe or 
sandel, covered with cnormoms spurs, leath- 
er leggins mounted with brass or silver 
reaching almost to his shoulders, as he sits 
on the back of his little mule, hid under its 
mighty saddle; to see the narowest streets, 
with no pavements, and sidewalks too nar- 
row for two, lined with the quecrest old 
buildings without glass in the windows, 
covered with tiles, serving at once as castle, 
house and stable. The mule and the volante 
rooming next the parlor. So that in enter- 
ing the best hotel, it seems, as a lady re- 
marked, like going intoa livery stable. It 
is worth something to sec the Plaza sur- 
rounded with palaces, with its statues and 
fountains, to hear the music every evening 
from the great band and sev the Senoras 
and Senoritas sitting all about the Square in 
their volantes. Togo through the market 
and see the endless variety of fruits and 
and vegetables; to visit the old churches 
and cathedrels and hear the shaven priests 
and monks whine out the mass; to ride to 
the Bishup’s Garden, some three miles from 
town, and wander among its fine avenues 
and dilapidated walks, and scc the remnant 
of the great menageric.

power and worldly possessions! Is it be- 
cause the foundation principle of both is 
radically false? And what is the priuciple 
upon which they built! What but this, 
“That might makes right! In political 
affairs it is apparent throughout; in all laws 
respecting foreigners; in the oppression of 
the native Cubans, forbidding them to hold 
office, or have any part in the Government, 
to carry or koep arms; toward the negros 
it is shown, in keeping them, or leaving 
them in the lowest forms of degradation. 

I have dwelt a little on these matters in 
Havana, because when you have studied 
one Spanish city you know all. Chagres, 
and Panama, and Acapulco, are but the 
sainc things over, with some variations for 
good in the latter places. As the steamers 


only at Navy Bay, Chagres will probably 
loose what little impertance it has had, for 
if itself it has none. It is a place most pev- 
ple leave as soon as possible. We did, and 
soon found ourselves enjoying the magnifi- 
cent scenery along the banks of the river. 
To undertake a description would be folly ; 
[may use the thread-bare phrase—*to be 
appreciated it must be seen.” To me, no 
two days of communion with nature were 
ever half so delightlul as those spent in as- 
cending the Chagres river, and crossing the 
Isthmus. “It was the best time of year, and 
everything conspired to render the journey 
agreeable. The beauty and novelty a thou- 
sand times repaid the unavoidable incon- 
veniences we experienced. 

At Panama I found the Rev. Mr. Rowell, 
a Protestant clergyman, who had been four 
wecks in the place. He was to be support- 
ed jointly by the Svaman’s Friend Rawiety 
and the Christian Union ; but as the latter 
society failed to furnish their share of the 
funds for an outfit, Mr. Rowell left home 
with only the promise of having half of his 
expenses paid by the S. F. Socvicty. Ile 
preaches every Sabbath, at eleven o'clock, 
A. M., in some one of the hotels. His au- 
diences have thus far been very good, and 
the government and people seem favorably 
inclined. They hope to have a church 
soon; and it may be, an old Convent will be 
refitted which now belongs toa good Scotch- 
ian. The Methodist Church, South, expect 
soon to have a preacher there. After four 
days stay among the throng of 3000 persons 
tilling the streets of the city, we left in the 
Golden Gate, taking near a 1000 with us. 
We had four ministers of the M. E. Chureh, 


South, with us, and one Protestant Method- 
ist, and a Congregationalist, all intending tv 


settle in California or Oregon. Owing to 
the rough weather the first Sabbath out, 
service was omitted. The second there 
were two sermons, one forward and one aft. 
Three of our number died and were com- 
mitted to the bosom of the deep. All were 
young men, two were impenitent, the other 
uncertain. To all the summons came sud- 
denly ; and yet few seemed to be admonish- 
ed. Inminglinga g the crowd on board, 
you would find every shade and variety of 
character, from the most creduloys and ig- 
norant, who were daily regaling themselves 
upon such stories of California life as the 
whim of the narrator would suggest, to the 
sharpest and shrewdest of men, good and 
bad. But by far the larger part of them 
were intelligent and substantial men from 
the Northern or Western States. Some with 
their families—many designing to settle. 
At Acapulco I saw, for the first time in 
my life, a regular, unblushing gam- 
bling house—a gentle hint of what would 
appear alas too : J. FE.

Our Agricultural Prospects —There is an 
immense quautity of hitherto untilled land 
brought under cultivation this season, and 
fenced off from the great unfenced campo, 
probably 10,000 acres. Mostof this is sown 
lo barley, wheat and vats; though potatoes 
and ouions come in for a very fair proportion, 
enough, methinks, to supply the whole State: 
Nearly half the land is cultivated on shares, 
the titles to the soil being so uncertain as to 
prevent most persons from purchasing at 
present. Our population has nearly dou- 
bled within three months past, and nine- 
tenths of the new comers are farmers. Sev- 
eral have their tarmilics with them, and 


many more have already sent for their wives 
and little ones, so that by another fall we 


shall have nearly our proper proportion of 
women and children, I say nearly, for there 
are still left a few of that miserable class of 


bipeds, called bachelors, who are either tov 
peor or too stingy to go where good wives 
can be had for the asking, and who I fear 
will always remain mere cyphers in the 
community—unless, perchange, Gov. Slade 
should send to this country a cargo of 
schoolmams for their benetit. 

In addition to farming, we have some half 
dozen sawmills in active operation. Their 
owners, stimulated by the present high pri- 
ces of lumber, keep them running day end : 
night. 

Limestone of most excellent quality is 
extensively diffused over the town, cropping 
out here and there on the hills and in the 
valleys for miles. There arc two varieties, 
the common coarsely crystalized stone, and 
a kind of tufa, formed by deposition from 
water strongly impregnated with carbonate 
of lime. Both kinds have been burned into 
lime, which masons and those learned in 
such matters pronounce very fine, while and ) 
strong. The only difficulty in the way of 
supplying your market wholly, or in great 
part {rom this place, is in getting it on board 
the vessels, and the great liability ot its be- 
ing lost in so doing. 

In religious matters there is nothing of 
particular interest. So eager are men in 
the pursuit of gold, that little leisurc is left 
to du anything for the soul. 

The congregation under Mr. Hinds is still 
struggling dlong, in despite of all difficul- 
ties, and gradually increasing both in num- 
bers and influence. Oa next Sabbath a 
Congregational Church is to be organized.

This Steamer, with the mails and a large 
number of passengers, arrived on Sunday 
morning, having left Panama the 26th Feb., 


at 6 P. M. Our dates from the Atlantic 
States are up to Feb. 12th, but contain m- 


thing of peculiar interest. 


The most important intelligence recetved - 


by the Tennessce is that of the loss of the 


steumer North America, of Vanderhilt's 


Line. She I-ft San Juan on the 23d of Feb, 
with some 990 passengers, and went ashore 


on the night of the 28th ult., about 60 miles - 
below Acapulco. At the time of her strik- 


iug the sea was said to be perfectly smooth, 
and a bright moon shining. Capt. Blethen 
has been severely blamed by some for gross 
carelessness, and indifference to the loss of 
his vessel. But this judgment is premature. 
Let no man be condemned unheard. Lot 


us hear bis statement and that of his officers — 


in relation to the disaster, before deciding 
upon his conduct in this instance. It will 
be in time to condemn when we have all 
the evidence before us—to do it before this 
is both unjust and ungencrous, 

All the passengers were landed im satety 
on the beach by five o'clock in the morn- 
ing.

An Austrian Review. 


You will hear much during the yisit of a 
certain distinguished personage in America, 
of the “twenty thousand bayonets by 
which the throne of Hapsburgh is support- 
ed.” On the 7th of this month, I had the 
pleasure of seeing agortion at least of those 
twentythousand pass in review before his 
Majesty. It was a cold raw November 
day, snow had fallen in the night, and 
every thing was as sloppy and cheerless as 
could be. The review was to take place 
on the glacis nearly opposite the Burg- 
sate, so that in crossing the city from the 
Leopold suburb it was inconvenient to drop 
in at Dauw’s cafe, the great military loung- 
ing place.

‘There are felicitious toues of lan- 
guage and clever illustrations that many 
Kuglish and American orators could hardly 
equal.

Aji minor accidents, such as striking 
snags, breaking machinery, &c. which did not re- 
sult in the destruction of the boat, or great loss of 
life, are omitted, from the fact that they are too nu- 
merous and tedious to mention. The whole num- 
ber of accidents of the character named is 48. Of 


of explosions, six of collisions, five of fire, and the 
remaining three were boats sunk in The 


227. Of these, nine were the result of sinking, 
two of fire, 6&of collisions, and 148 of explosions. 


Formation or Dew.—The air contains 
at all times more or less of moisture though 
in a state so rarefied as to be impercept- 
ble. To prove this, it is only necessary m 
a summer's day to fill a glass with cold 
water, when dry as the atmosphere may 
seem, its moisture will be condensed, and 
made visible in the form of small pellacid 
drops upon the outside of the glass. On 
this principle dfstillation is conducted ; and 
in the same manner dew is formed. No 
sooner does the sun sink toward the hori- 
zon, than the blades of grass which clothe 
the earth’s surface gives out the heat which 
they have been receiving during the day, 
and consequently they become so much 
colder than the atmosphere, that they con- 
dense, in the form of dew, part of the rare- 
fie moisture immediatly surrounding them. 
Dew, beiug thus formed, is of course more 
abundant before and after rain, when the 
atmosphere is moistest. 

Calm and clear vights are esscutial, also, 
for the copious’ disposition of dew; for 
then the grassy blades emit their heat freely, 
and it is dispersed through the atmosphere 
without any equivalent return, On_the 
contrary, however, if the night be elpudy, 
then the clouds, by abstracting thé heat 
from the atmosphere’ coutribute, in some 
degree,to keep its temperature on a level 
with that of the grassy blades, aud thas se 
nearly equalize the two, that but litt'e dew 
is deposited. If, in addition to clouds, a 
higli wind is blowing no dew will be form- 
ed; for then the temperature of the grass is 
prevented from sinking by the agitation of 
the air continually bringing a warmer cur- 
rent to succeed the colder curtent by which 
itis surrounded; or it may be that the 
night-winds, being naturally cool, so rapid. 
ly reduce the aic’s temperature as to bring 
it below that of the grass. 

As substances ditler in their power of 
losing their heat, so they differ in their at- 
traction for dew. On grass, swans’ down, 
and other filamenteous substances, which 
readily part with their heat, dew copiously 
condenses. ‘The mechanical condition of 
objects likewise affects the formation of 
dew, as shavings attract it more than 
wood, Dew is more plentilully deposited 
ou meadow grounds than on plowed lands ; 
and cultivated soils are refreshed with aban- 
dance ot dew, while barren rocks and 
sandy deserts, not needing, do not receive 
the genial moisture. lnudeed, every plant 
possesses, according to “its kind, the power 
of condensing as much dew as is necessary 
for its peculiar and individual exigencies. 
Thus, not even a dew-drop seems to have 
been formed by the blind action of chance,

How tro convert Sauer Water tyro 
Freau.—The following simple process to 
procure fresh water at sea, was published 
in the newspapers mavy years ago. The 
experiment can be easily made—and know- 
ing how easy itis to ohtain fresh water, by 
digging in the sand, near the sea shore, 
we se3 no reason why it should not be 
successful, in which case it might prove in 
certain cases of great advantage: “A com- 
mon hogshead is provided with a false bot- 
tom,about three or four inches above the 
lowerhead. This false bottom is perfor- 
ated with a number of holes, and oyer them 
a filter of flannel. The barrel is then 
nearly filled with the finest sand, beat 
down verry hard; a tube communicating 
with the space between the two bottoms, is 
extended to a convertient height above the 
top of the barrel. 
ed into this tube, and pressing every way 
according to -its aleiende, it endeavors to 
force its way through the sand to the top of 
the barrel, from whence, by this mode filtra- 
tion, it is drawn off fresh and fit for use. 
Any other filter will do as well as flannel, 
which will stop the sand and admit the 
water. ‘The saline particles being heavier, 
and perhaps differently formed, meet with
